MEMORANDUM FOR MR. BUNDY 

SUBJECT: Operations SEA, 19 January - 2 February 1965 


1. General: The TET holiday period (New Year) runs from 
approximately 28 January to 11 February with principal celebration 
2-4 February. Viet Cong policy has been to limit activities during 
this period, thus demonstrating their ability to control the war and 
giving their people time off to celebrate. 

2. RYN Operations: A major success was achieved in the Tien 

Giang search and destroy operation initiated 26 January* The Viet 

I Cong body count was 153 with total losses perhaps as high as 300. 

1 Friendly loss was 18 KIA * 72 structures were reported destroyed.

3. Laos: T-28 operations continued. Due to an accident, eight 

T-28s and two other aircraft were destroyed at Vientiane. On 

31 January, a T-28 was shot down near the Muong Phine bridge. 
Four F-105s sighted parachute, but received intense AA fire. Gun 
positions were attacked and one aircraft received some damage.
